The pho- 
tographs would be published 
by Look and would bring Ray 
as much as $5000, which he 
used by Ray to finance his de- 
fense. 


Huie was taken into custody 
when he Stepped from the 
grand jury hearing room, 
where he had testified for 
hours on the Ray case. 

He had been subpoenaed by 
the jury earlier this week and 
had been told to bring with 
'him a 20 , 000 -word handwritten 
manuscript which he received 
; from Ray. He used the tnanu- 
•' script as the basis for the arti- 
1 cles in Look.
